Postal Service to Decide 
Fate of Greenbelt Office

The Greenbelt area is growing* and so is the demand 
for postal services. As a result, the future of the Greenbelt 
branch of the post office is under consideration in the postal 
system’s five year plan.

The tone of the July 14 
regular city council meeting 
was appropriate for a warm 
summer evening; there was 
little disagreement or de¬ 
bate, the meeting adjourned 
early, at least by council 
standards, and there were 
even a couple of reruns a- 
mong the items covered. The 
council handled several fin¬ 
ancial matters, voted again 
to oppose the liquor license 
application for the Copa, and 
reversed its previous posi¬ 
tion on a rezoning request 
for two parcels of land near 
Cipriano Road. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld began 
the meeting by presenting two 
awards. Weidenfeld recognized 
a number of citizens for their 
contributions to the city’s recent 
efforts in the All-America Cities 
competition. 

Those citizens recognized par¬ 
ticipated either in the events on 
which the entry was based—name¬ 
ly the repurchase of th e C o-op 
supermarket, the News Review 
volunteer and fund drive and the 
annexation of Hunting Ridge—or 
in the preparation of the city’s 


dents. 

Oral Histories 

A team of dedicated Green- 
belters is creating a permanent 
record of the memories and 
achievements of residents of our 
city as a project of the 50th an¬ 
niversary. The Oral History Sub¬ 
committee headed by Leta Mach 
has targeted 13 topics to capture 
on video or audio tape or as writ¬ 
ten history. There are so many 
interesting people in Greenbelt, 
says Mach, that the subcommit¬ 
tee identified topics — such as 
building the city, education, out¬ 
standing citizens, and growing 
up in Greenbelt — around which 
to interview groups of people in 
order to cover the major events 
and to include as many people as 
possible. 

Starting from early Greenbelt 
history, videotape interviews have 
been completed with four of the 
men who helped build Greenbelt. 
Chester Draper, second in charge 
of construction; Walsh Barcus, 
time keeper and payroll officer; 
Louis Couchoud, laborer and 
plumber; and Philip Brown, pub¬ 
lic relations for Resettlement had 
many interesting things to say 
about the way Greenbelt and GHT 
homes were built. 

Another interview features the 


entry. 

Although Greenbelt was not 
among the contest winners, the 
city did receive a Special Award 
in recognition of progress re¬ 
ceived through citizen action. 

Greenbelt has also received an 
Award for Excellence from the 
Maryland Municipal League 
along with the cities of Bowie 
and College Park, for their co¬ 
operative efforts in purchasing 
computer hardware and software. 
This cooperation resulted in cost 
savings for the cities. Weidenfeld 
presented Greenbelt's award to 
Assistant City Manager Michael 
P, McLaughlin and Director of 
Finance and Administrative Ser¬ 
vices Casimir R. Prybyl. 

Capital Office Park 

City Planner Celia Wilson pre¬ 
sented council with four options 
for the sidewalk along the north 
side of Ivy Lane. The city staff 
recommended two of the options 
as acceptable. Previously council 
had required the developers to 
construct a six foot sidewalk 
when the area is developed. The 
sidewalk would serve as both a 
pedestrian walkway and a bike¬ 
way. 

However, the developers have 
notified the city that construc¬ 
tion of the required sidewalk 


people who were involved in the 
filming of the movie, “The City.”

Polly 
Schwan Brown, high school 
teacher, and Mildred Parker, ele¬ 
mentary teacher commented upon 
the high community involvement 
and spirit especially as reflected 
in the parents of their students. 
They also noted that the elemen¬ 
tary school was very progressive 
with a hands-on type curriculum. 

The child’s perspective of 
Greenbelt is captured in another 
videotaped interview. Donnie 
Wolff, Charles Howey, and Bruce 
MacEwen were asked about earn-

would require the destruction of 
some ten-year-old trees. 

Council member Antoinette 
M. Bram moved that the city 
approve construction of a six- 
foot sidewalk with narrower sec¬ 
tions around the trees. This was 
one of the options the staff fa¬ 
vored. 

Mayor pro tern Thomas X. 
White moved to amend Bram's 
motion so that approval would be 
contingent upon Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Board review of the plan. 
Wilson confirmed that there was 
time for APB approval under 
either of the recommended op¬ 
tions. 

Council member Joseph Isaacs 
supported APB review, saying he 
was not comfortable with the idea 
of pedestrians and bicyclists shar¬ 
ing the sidewalk. Weidenfeld and 
Council member Edward Putens 
also supported the amendment. 

In the only non - unanimous 
actions of the evening, Bram 
voted against both the motion to 
amend and her amended motion. 
She said that the staff had done 
a good job in making their recom¬ 
mendations and that council 
should support them. 

Zoning Application 

At its February 10 meeting, 
council voted to recommend de¬ 
nial of a rezoning application for 
two parcels of land on the south 
side of Greenbelt Road, west of 
Cipriano Road behind the Shell 
station. However, at that time 
council suggested that the de¬ 
velopers meet with the residents 
of the adjacent Green Oaks town- 
houses. 

William Knight, attorney for 
the zoning applicant Robert

CFG Hosts Candidates’ 
Debate on August 25 

Citizens for Greenbelt will 
sponsor a candidate debate on 
Monday, August 25 at 8 p.m. in 
the City Council Chamber. CFG 
has invited all Democratic and 
Republican candidates for the 
State Senate and the Maryland 
House of Delegates. 

Candidates who have been in¬ 
vited are Edith Booker, Mary 
Conroy, A1 Golato, Joan Pitkin, 
and Buzz Ryan, running for Del¬ 
egate on the Democratic ticket, 
and Mark Knestout, running in 
the Republican primary. Demo¬ 
crats vying for the Senate seat 
are Sal Daniello and Leo Green. 
Michael Twigg is the Republi¬ 
can candidate for the Senate. 

All of the candidates have been 
asked to address specific ques¬ 
tions concerning Metro funding, 
bank regulation and land use 
development in their opening 
statements. 

After the opening statements, 
the candidates will answer ques¬ 
tions from the audience and will 
be given an opportunity to react 
to the answers of other candi¬ 
dates. 

The debate will be cablecast on 
the city’s cable Channel A-10. 


Kent Smith, the Postal Ser¬ 
vice's Marketing and Communi¬ 
cations Director, reported that the 
Greenbelt branch has been in the 
plan for a year. The purpose 
of the five year plan is to evalu¬ 
ate the need for change and de¬ 
cide what form this would take. 
Various alternatives that would 
be evaluated include expansion 
of the present site or building a 
new facility elsewhere. Also, to 
be considered is whether or not 
the present facility or a satellite 
would remain in the Center. 
“Nothing is set in stone,” com¬ 
mented Smith. 

Smith added that the Postal 
Service would work closely with 
the local government. If a de¬ 
cision were made for a move, the 
matter would be handled by the 
Postal Service’s real estate di¬ 
vision. The decision to build a 
new building would be posted and 
bids would be solicited. At this 
point, the Greenbelt branch ques¬ 
tion is not being considered by 
the real estate division. 

Smith feels Greenbelt “is due 
for expansion of some sort.’’ 
What and how soon depends upon 
how much and how fast Greenbelt 
grows. In making its decision, the 
Postal Service will consider de¬ 
mographics of the area, number 
and type of deliveries, age of the 
present facility, the status of the 
lease and the sufficiency of park¬ 
ing. “The postal business is high¬ 
ly dependent on what communi¬ 
ties are doing,” he noted adding 
that “we don’t have the luxury 
of refusing service.” 

The postal service hopes to 
have a decision and a finished 
product for the 1988-89 fiscal 
year. Assuming a new building 
is the choice, the five-year plan 
estimates a building size of 18,- 
000 square feet on a site of 130,- 
000 square feet at a total cost 
of $2.6 million dollars. The ex¬ 
pansion would probably mean the 
employment of more staff 

According to Greenbelt Post¬ 
master Franklin Ford, something 
is needed because the Greenbelt 
service area is growing He ex¬ 
plains that problems with the 
present facility include a des¬ 
perate need for more space, dan¬ 
gerous doors in the service area 
which swing out into a public 
sidewalk and lack of a secure 
compound for postal vehicles. 

History 

The saga of the Greenbelt Post 
Office is a long one which includ¬ 
ed several moves before the 
branch opened in mid-1981 in its 
present location under the gro¬ 
cery store. Before that the post 
office had been located for many 
years on the upper level of the 
Center where the Mellon Bank is 
now located. Feeling the need for 
more space, in 1978 the Postal 
Service approached Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) with an offer 
to buy a parcel of its land on 
Parkway Road. The sale was ap¬ 
proved by the GHI membership

hut was postponed as city, county 
and Federal officials explored 
other alternatives. A major con¬ 
cern was the desire to keep the 
Post Office in the Center Shop¬ 
ping area so that the postal 
services could attract customers 
to the Center. Eventually, the 
basement of the grocery store 
was offered and the Postal Ser¬ 
vice expressed interest if a se¬ 
cure parking compound could be 
created. 

Plans were drawn at that time 
to use city land near Candy Cane 
City for a fenced parking com¬ 
pound for postal vehicles. Accord¬ 
ing to Assistant City Manager 
Mike McLaughlin, the Postal 
Service was to inform the City 
government if and when the Pos¬ 
tal Service felt the compound was 
needed. He added that the Pos¬ 
tal Service has not requested it. 

When word of the possible move 
of the Post Office surfaced in May, 
the City Council sent a letter to 
the Postal Service outlining the 
City’s previous position and ask¬ 
ing for a meeting. The purpose of 
the meeting would be to discuss 
the City’s concerns. The City has 
received no response. Smith indi¬ 
cated that the City would be con¬ 
tacted at the time of site consid¬ 
eration—“When it (the Green¬ 
belt Post Office) becomes an ac¬ 
tual project.” 

Recently, the Postal Service 
has increased office hours for 
nine post offices in Prince Georges 
County. Greenbelt is not included 
and Smith indicated that it was 
an unrelated issue. The expand¬ 
ed hours are simply a response 
to the lifestyles of customers. He 
advised customers who were in¬ 
terested in seeing their post of¬ 
fice open expanded hours that 
they should contact their Post¬ 
master.

S&L Status Report 

To the Editor: 

According to the press ac¬ 
counts, the savings and loan cri¬ 
sis is virtually over. After all, 
Mellon bought Community, half 
of the Old Court depositors re¬ 
ceived access to all of their 
funds, and 69% of all First Mary¬ 
land depositors have received 
their money. If you are a deposi¬ 
tor and have full access now, con¬ 
sider yourself to be fortunate. 

There are still over 24,500 de¬ 
positors who have a total of 
$688.6 million frozen! Those with 
their life savings in First Mary¬ 
land or in Old Court have now 
received $5,000. The rest of their 
money may be released over the 
next 3 to 4 years, with no com¬ 
mitment as to schedule or 
amounts. Also, some Community 
depositors still have $6.8 million 
frozen! They had purchased Jum¬ 
bo certificates and the interest 
was rolled into Money Market 
Accounts or mailed to their 
homes. When the State froze the 
accounts, the interest accumu¬ 
lated and exceeded the insurance 
limit. Therefore, by State action, 
they have lost access to this in¬ 
terest until the remaining Com¬ 
munity assets are liquidated. 

The Maryland Savings & Loan 
Depositors* Committee believes 
that any depositor with frozen 
funds has a hardship. Although 
their stories no longer fill the 
media, many who depended on 
interest to supplement Social Se¬ 
curity or pensions still find them¬ 
selves in very difficult situations.

Douglas, reported on the meet¬ 
ings with the residents at which 
an agreement was reached. 
Knight and landscape architect 
Edward Kilduff described the 
agreement in which the land will 
be developed in a compatible 
architectural style and with roof¬ 
lines of the office buildings no 
higher than those of the adjacent 
Green Oaks homes. Various 
screening and landscaping plans 
are included in the agreement to 
minimize the impact of the de¬ 
velopment on the townhouse resi¬ 
dents. 

Peter Dykstra, president of the 
Green Oaks Homeowners Asso¬ 
ciation (GOHA) leported that 
GOHA supports the rezoning re¬ 
quest. 

Council voted unanimously to 
recommend approval of the appli¬ 
cation based on APB's early sup¬ 
port of the request and contin¬ 
gent upon the agreement worked 
out between the developers and 
residents. 

The Copa 

The other summer rerun on the 
council’s agenda was the applica¬ 
tion for a liquor license for the 
Copa, the proposed music video 
establishment/restaurant in Belt- 
way Plaza. 

The Copa’s earlier application 
for a BLX, or luxury restaurant, 
license was denied. Now the Copa 
is seeking to transfer a liquor 
license from a defunct restaurant 
in Forestville to the Copa. 

Norman Gross, president of the 
Copa. said that the proposal was 
basically the same as earlier, but 
that the lease has been modified 
to include an additional 300 
square feet. 

James Martin, now a member 
of the corporation and the man 
who would be general manager 
of the Greenbelt Copa, described 
some of the community involve¬ 
ment projects of the Springfield 
Copa which he currently man¬ 
ages, Martin and Gross both said 
that similar community projects 
would be done in Greenbelt, 

Gross answered Bram’s ques¬ 
tion of “Why Greenbelt?” by 
saying that they require an old 
movie theater, which are in lim¬ 
ited supply, for their operation. 
He also claimed that the popula¬ 
tion of the University of Mary¬ 
land was not considered in the 
marketing study for the Copa. 

Since the license transfer is not 
for a BLX, the strict luxury res¬ 
taurant standards need not be 
met. City Solicitor Robert Manzi 
said a license transfer is more 
difficult to defeat and that the 
test of a necessary public accom¬ 
modation is difficult to define. In 
general, though, he said that the 
criteria include whether the pub¬ 
lic will be better served in the 
new rather than the present lo¬ 
cation and an evaluation of the 
number of licenses compared with 
the population in both areas.

White moved that council di¬ 
rect staff to develop testimony in 
opposition to the transfer, pri¬ 
marily from the standpoint of 
public accommodation. The mo¬ 
tion was unanimously approved. 

The transfer application was 
heard at the July 31 meeting of 
the Liquor Board. According to 
the Liquor Board, the application 
was heard and is under advise¬ 
ment wtih a decision to be made 
later.
